/ TALK ABOUT GAS. 


Wrestling with Water and Sand at 


the Big Well. 


The Stare Brothers are not having the 


best of luck in their search for natural 
gas. They have the best of machinery, 
all the necessary appliances and experi- 
enced men to conduct the boring, but 
they have to fight water and quicksand- 
The iron casing driven down into the 
well had to be taken out to give place to 
a larger pipe, and to-day the pump is 
busy throwing out the water and sand. 
The operatives expected to have all this 
trouble. 
They will overcome it, and 


move along more rapidly when they strike 
rock on which to rest the iron casing. 
The well is now nearly 500 feet deep. 


2,000 FEET AT JACKSONVILLE. 


The Jacksonville Courier says of their 


gas well: "The gas well is down now 
about 1,940 feet deep, nnd still proceed- 
ing toward China. The drill is now work- 
ing through a strata of soft sand-stone,and 
the water rises up over the casing. It is 
perfectly free from any brackish taste, 
and all that it is uecessnry now is suf- 
ficient force to make it rise nnd give it 
the name of artesian well, and the work- 
men-are of the opinion that the object of 
their search is only a few feet deeper. 
The weight of the drill is 2,200 pounds, 
but works very slow on account of the 
enormous pressure nt tho bottom." 


A STARTLING PHEDICTION. 


Two hundred years ago, in China, says 


the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
there was just such n craze about natural 
gas as we have in this country to-day 
Gas wells were sunk .with as much vim 
and vigor as the Celestials were capable 
of; but owing to a gns explosion that 
killed several millions of people and tore 
up and destroyed n large district of 
country, leaving a large inlund sea,known 
on the maps as Lake Foo Chang, the 
boring of any more gas wells was then 
and there prohibitited by law. It seems, 
according to the Chinese history, that 
many large and heavy-pressure gas wells 
were struck, and in some districts wells 
were sunk quite near each other. Gas 
was lighted as soon as struck, as is done 
in this country. It is stated that one 
well with its unusual pressure, by induc- 
tion or back draught, pulled down into 
the earth the burning gas of n smaller 
well, resulting in a dreadful explosion of 
a large district, destroying the inhnbit- 
nnts thereof. Lake Foo Chnng rests on 
this district. The same catastrophe is 
imminent in this country unless the laws 
restrict further developments in boring 
so many wells. Should a similar explo- 
sion occur there will be such an upheaval 
as will dwarf the most terrible earth- 
quakes ever known. The country along 
the gns belt from Toledo through Ohiojn- 
dinno and Kentucky will be ripped up lo 
the depth 1,200 to 1,500 feet and flopped 
over like a pancake, leaving n chasm 
through which the waters of Lake Erie 
will come hollowing down, filling tho 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys, and blot- 
ting them out forever.
